This is going to be a big surprise to you, so get a chair so you 
won't faint.

I'm drinking a quart of milk a day, plus grapefruit juice, Calif , 
oranges, the florida ones 9tink.; less starches, darn ! more fruit and 
vegetables, and generally behaving myself. »But I eat more that three 
times a day, I sure get hungry. I'm going to Mother's classes that thw 
Visiting Nurses Association holds, lOjtf apiece, and will learn lots that 
way, but I'm sure open for advice from you and Marie. Walt still 
looks bewildered. Don't blame him. But its time he settled down, all 
this galavanting around he doss. I never see him anymore. Of course, 
its all in the cause of finances. And now more to look after. Well, 
we might even be in a better position now than on our first job. 

Besides hss a quarter of a century old, and wants to grow up with his 
brats. I bet they're ro^ly-poly. Anyhow they ought to be healthy. 

The Doc said I was in good condition and 1 perfectly normal. Walt 
calls me a good rationalizer, but I'm really getting excited. My, my, 
just think, me a mother ! He says maybe that will make me grow up. 

The brat'! 

I won't start making any baby clothes till I get home, plenty of 
time and better facilities then. Can help Ollie on her* tho. They're 
so cute. 

Well, just relax, take a deep breath, and think it all ovey, and 
then let us know your reactions. ( This ought to draw a letter at least.)

Dear Marco Polos, 

Well, I must say that you might have written a short note 
to put in with those wills and folders!1

So far, I'm feeling tip top. Might possibly be because I 
get so darn much sleep. But. pretty soon I have to start typing 
papers. In the meantime, Walt hardly has time to take a shower. 
Gosh, he has to be out all but two nights this week, when hes 
trying to write his Macintosh paper. Hes having a, heck of a 
time getting started. Gosh thats no cinch, is it. Bet you 
couldn't write much on Barth yourself. 

What do you thinkT I'm learning how to knit. Actually. 

I'm knitting a white baby sweater. So far so good, have about 
5/4 of one side of the front done. Its sure fun. And no stitches 
dropped yet. It goes pretty fast casue its £0 small. Sure 
cute tho. I also bought some outing flannel, and cut out 2 
dresses and a slip and a jacket, from 5 yds. (65/) Also some 
wider (56 H ) for a blanket, blue with white lining and border. 

The border is about 6" wide, and scolloped in the center. Its 
sure fun to work on them. So far 1'v.e only got the blanket all 
pinned, and the jacket sewed. Jackets blue too, not that I'm 
hoping or anything, I'll have 2 complete outfits of each of 
5 colors before I'm thru, or should have for the baby's sake. 

Blue, white and pink of course. But I'm going to decorajbe them 
all differently. I put both blue and pink on the jacket. Sort 
of an overcast stitch around the edges, with the pink and blue 
close together, Looks like peppermint candy. I like to 

knit, and I can do it while I'm listening to the radio, and its 
very restful, more so than reading. I still have to watch it, 
but I don't have to concentrate so hard on it now as when I 
first started. 

Mothers' classes are good, and I'm really learning lots. 

They do an excellent job. Do you know New Haven is one of the 
best places in the country to have a baby/ They only have 5® 
out of a thousand deaths of the baby before its first birthday. 

And it would be only about 15 if they didn't count premature 
births. But I'm glad I'm going to have it at home, while 
1^11 get the benefit of the classes now. 

So far we have one passenger to Calif, lined up, and another 
possibility. Kaler, who we thought we might get, will drive his 
brother's car out if he doesn't ride his bike out, like he wants to.
